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Art Professor Receives Government Grant for 
Gender and Technology Research 


Dr. Mary Leigh Morbey, Associate 
Professor of Art and Head of Redeem- 
ers Art Department, 
has been awarded a 
major strategic 
research grant from 
the Social Sciences 
and Humanities 
Research Council of 
Canada (SSHRC). 
The government 
grant, which was 
awarded after a long 
application proce- 
dure, will aid Dr. 
Morbey in continuing 
research interests 
which she has been 
pursuing for the last 
few years. 

Dr. Morbey’s 
research will focus on 
the topic “Women, 
Discriminating Computer Technology 
and the Visual Arts: In Search of a 
Gender Equitable Theoretical Frame- 
work for Computer-Based Visual Arts.” 
It will explore and raise questions about 
gender discrimination and injustice in 
the use of computers in the Visual Arts. 
Dr. Morbey’s research, which has 
already led her to speak at many 
symposia all over North America, will 
be further advanced by the grant, 
allowing her to continue her research 
with leading visual artists, computer 
scientists, and gender issue experts at 
institutions like the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) and the 
Ohio State University. 

Dr. Morbey sees her research as being 
closely linked with her faith. Her topic 
deals with issues of justice, a theme 
often repeated in the Bible. “The model 
of Christ was care particularly for the 
marginalized,” she says. Ina culture 
which is becoming increasingly de- 
pendent on computer technology, Dr. 
Morbey believes we must take care that 
no one becomes disadvantaged. “The

new marginalized—males and females, 
from any race—will be those without 
computer and 
information accessi- 
bility,” she says. 
“They will be the 
new lower class.” 
The SSHRC grant 
totals $52,234, and is 
allotted over three 
years. This money 
will cover research 
costs incurred during 
this time, as well as 
fund a sessional 
faculty appointment 
to provide a substi- 
tute in the art depart- 
ment when Dr. 
Morbey is absent for | 
her research leave. | 
For 1994-95 she will 
be on leave for the 
entire year, combining a one-semester 
sabbatical (research leave funded by 
Redeemer College) and a one-semester

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Christian Worldview Network: Reformed Thinking on a Global Scale

So what exactly does it mean for us to 
be Christians in our 20th century 
society? How are we to be God’s 
witnesses as the “salt of the earth?” 
How can we relate our Christianity 
with our career aspirations? What does 
it mean for me to be a Christian in the 
business enterprise? How do I pursue 
my interests in Theatre Arts while still 
maintaining my Christian integrity? 
Can I as a Christian teach in a public 
school? Is there a relationship between 
my Physical Education major and my 
Christian faith? How can I serve God 
in every aspect of my life and share this 
desire with others in a manner which 
facilitates a true and exciting under- 
standing of what it means to live for 
God? 

These are the type of questions with 
which many of us struggle. You are not 
alone. In fact, there is a group called 
the Christian Worldview Network 
(CWN) which was set up for the ex- 
plicit purpose of working through 
questions such as these from a Re- 
formed Christian perspective. 

In the spring of 1992 Craig 
Bartholomew, an evangelical Anglican 
pastor and professor at George 
Whitfield College in Simontown, South 
Africa, invited Elaine Botha to deliver a 
guest lecture at the College on the basic 
principles of Reformed thought. The 
response of the students was quite 
unexpected. Many of the students had 
been of the opinion that only the 
ministry and other such explicitly 
evangelical positions were worthy 
Christian vocations. In contrast, they 
heard Botha assert that there was an 
integral link between the students’ own 
interests, such as art and politics, and 
their life of service to Christ. The 
students felt liberated and revitalized in 
their faith. Botha’s visit also proved to 
be the impetus for Craig Bartholomew’s 
vision for an international Reformed 


worldview organization, subsequently 
known as the Christian Worldview 
Network, in which Christians could 
discuss their faith and how they could 
become intelligently and directly 
involved in their own society as Chris- 
tian citizens. 

Craig Bartholomew studied at the 
Institute of Christian Studies during the 
1992-1993 academic year. He was in 
contact with Christians there and soon a 
CWN group was started in Toronto. In 
June of this past summer, Craig 
Bartholomew was on the Redeemer 
College campus to visit with Dr. Al 
Wolters and the community while he

was in the area. It was suggested that 
he meet with a diverse group of stu- 
dents who happened to be living on 
campus or in the general area for the 
summer. He did so, and this meeting 
proved to be the impetus for the forma- 
tion of a CWN group in the Redeemer 
College community. Evelyn White, an 
employee of the Pascal Centre and 
member of Fellowship Christian Re- 
formed Church in Hamilton, opened up 
her home to the group of students, staff 
and other visitors interested in discuss- 
ing various issues from a Reformed 
perspective. Prof. Harry Van Dyke and 
Prof. David Koyzis have also hosted 
CWN gatherings, which have been held 
approximately once per month since 
September. 

Prof. Koyzis expresses surprise at the 
growth and popularity of Redeemer's 
branch of CWN. Koyzis says that he 
and many other Redeemer College 


professors have always taught froma 
Reformed perspective and sought to 
instill this same appreciation in their 
students. [thas become apparent, 
however, that it took the novel and 
vibrant personalities of people such as 
Bartholomew and Botha to elicit the 
response from students evident in the 
popularity of CWWN and the reading 
group. Koyzis admits that he had 
“moderate hopes,” but has come to 
believe that the “Holy Spirit is at work 
here.” 

Benita Wolters, a second-year Re- 
deemer College student, has attended 
two of the CWN meetings, and has 
found them to be very “stimulating.” 
She has appreciated the fellowship she 
has experienced in meeting with 
people who deal with the same ques- 
tions with which she struggles. She 
finds it interesting to learn about 
fellow Reformed Christians who have 
their own ideas related to their specific 
areas of study, and declares that she 
leaves the meetings feeling quite 
inspired. Ray Kuyvenhoven, a fourth- 
year student, has had similar experi- 
ences. He views CWN meetings as an 
“opportunity for [a] group of people 
interested in worldview questions to 
discuss relevant issues and think of 
them in terms of a Biblical worldview 
and Reformed perspective.” 
Kuyvenhoven maintains that all of our 
beliefs are shaped by “various presup- 
positions which guide the choices we 
make in terms of dealing with prob- 
lems, careers and thinking” and 
believes that “[these] presuppositions 
ought to reflect a Biblical foundation 
and the true nature of God's creation.”

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Community Representative Network Links 
Redeemer with Supporters 


Redeemer’s connection with its 
supporters has always been strong. 
Because the College has had to fune- 
tion for twelve years without financial 
aid from the Ontario government, it 
has been literally built from the 
ground by the hands of men and 
women who share its vision of re- 
formed Christian scholarship. In 
order to maintain and strengthen this 
commitment, Redeemer makes use of 
a network of Community Representa- 
tives. 

Community Representatives are 
volunteers in church communities 
who are committed to keeping com- 
munication lines open between 
Redeemer College and its supporters. 
113 Community Representatives are 
currently working with the College, 
raising the awareness of the College 
and its activities in the eyes of the local 
public, and conveying community 
reactions, feelings and perceptions to 
the College. The goal is to help foster 
mutual understanding. 

The Community Representative 
project was started back in 1988, when 
88 members were recruited. Over the 
last few years, the College has pushed 
to expand the network and use it to its 
fullest potential. Since fall of last year, 
Redeemer has added over 30 new 
representatives, and has hired a part- 
time worker to oversee further recruit- 
ment. 

A community representative is 
usually a member or alumnus / 
alumna of Redeemer. So far, the 
network is established in Christian 
Reformed churches across eastern 
Canada. Community Relations 
Director Rick De Graaf says he wants 
to see the program expand to include 
other Reformed and Evangelical 
churches. De Graaf also wants to 
encourage a system where Commu- 
nity Representatives can network with 
each other as well, in hopes of forming 
regional Redeemer College support 





chapters. 

There are more benefits to this 
network. Having contact people in so 
many communities helps the College 
gather valuable information about 
potential students and interested 
investors. Community Representa- 
tives also help promote and plan for 
RKedeemer's community awareness 
program, An Evening with Redeemer 
College. 

De Graaf says he hopes to further 
promote communication from and 
between community representatives. 
He hopes to do so through regular 
newsletters and personal contacts. 
Also planned for June 18 is a Commu- 
nity Representative day in which 
representatives come to the College to 
meet the new president, tour the 
facilities, and meet with key Perea in 
Faculty and staff.

Retirement Investment Funds Now Available 


through Redeemer 


The Redeemer College Stewardship 
office has good news for supporters 
who have invested in Redeemer 
Registered Retirement Savings Plans 
(RRSPs): you don't have to take your 
investments out of the College when 
your RRSPs end. Interested persons 
with RRSPs now have the option of 
setting up Retirement Investment 
Funds (RIFs) with the College. 

Development Director Ben Stege- 


_ man says the new program will allow 
those who have invested their money 


in Redeemer College RRSPs to con- 
tinue to support the College simply 
by transferring their RRSPs into RIFs. 
The new RIF plan also provides 
encouragement for first-time investors 
over 60 who may not have been 
willing to invest in Redeemer RRSPs 
due to their closeness to the age 71 
limit. 


According to Canadian Tax law, 
people who invest in RRSPs are obli- 
gated to withdraw from such pro- 
grams at age 71. They must then 
choose one of the annuities or RIF 
options, allowing for the gradual 
withdrawal of their pension invest- 
ments. Redeemer College RRSP 
investors who wish to continue their 
investment association with the Col- 
lege are therefore able to do so by 
switching their RRSPs into RIFs. 

Stegeman stresses that setting up an 
RIF or transferring an RRSP to an RIF 
is simple and painless. “There's no 
complexity and no loss of income,” he 
says. “Your money is tax-sheltered 
while it's transferred.”
